With the completion in 
1951 of the $600,000 Memorial Gymnasium, Whit- 
ing High became owner of one of the largest gyms 
in the Calumet Region.

An important service performed by 
the art students is the painting of scenery 
for the school plays. 

An extensive Enqlish course has always 
been the core of a Whiting High student's 
education. For the freshmen, basic Eng- 
lish is taught to make a firm foundation 
for future study. In the sophomore year, 
speech is added to the curriculum. Thus, 
the student may learn proper diction and 
develop poise in speaking. Literature and 
writing are stressed in the junior classes 
and during this course students are ac- 
quainted with America's greatest writers. 
Senior English instruction includes English 
literature and college prep grammar, and 
composition.

The chief concern of the Whiting Board of Education 
is to insure for the students of WHS the most reward- 
ing educational opportunities. 

The Whiting City Council elects the board for three- 
year terms. Problems concerning the management of 
the school are discussed when they meet twice a month. 


Another duty of the school board is to see that the 
school is adequately equipped and functioning properly. 

Other responsibilities are to pass on policies of the 
school, to authorize expenditures, to approve appoint- 
ments, and to work out a program for the care and 
management of the buildings. 
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Mr. G. O. Burman, superintendent of Whiting 
City Schools, was formerly principal of Whiting 
High School. 

Mr. Burman has the responsibility of administer- 
ing the policies that are stated by the Board of 
Education. Being superintendent of the Whiting 
Schools, Mr. Burman is a member of the Indiana 
State Teachers Association, American Association 
of School Administrators, and the National Educa- 
tion Association.

Whiting offers six courses in mathematics. 



Freshmen may take algebra, a study of the properties of 
the real number system expressed symbolically. Sophomores 
are introduced to geometry, a course that develops Euclid s 
theories by theorems as a process of logical reasoning. The 
junior year is divided between advanced algebra and trig, 
the study of the functions of acute angles. Whiting offers 
college algebra and solid geometry. In the latter, three-di- 
mensional shapes are studied. 

For those who wish to major in engineering, two years of 
mechanical drawing are offered. 

Business math and general business are advised for those 
majoring in business. 

Science courses begin in the sophomore year with biology, 
where you learn about the different forms of life. The elements 
and chemical changes in matter are studied in chemistry. 

In physics you will learn "what makes things tick or how 
they function. 
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Learning to operate the comptometers in office practice are Kathy Petrak, Nancy Fritz, and Berta Arnn.

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Many fine courses are offered fo students attending WHS. 
Among them are typing, shorthand, office practice, and book- 
keeping. 

Typing is a two-year course in which students learn the 
proper forms of business letters, statements, drafts, and manu- 
scripts besides developing the ability to increase typing speed. 

100 to 120 words a minute is the usual goal of the future 
secretary enrolled in first or second-year shorthand. These 
girls learn to take dictation and to transcribe letters from 
their notes. 

Expertness at operating the ditto, mimeograph and calcu- 
lating machine is learned in office practice. This interesting 
subject is offered to seniors for one semester. 

Bookkeeping teaches students how to keep records of all 
incoming and outgoing money. 

The printing department teaches the fundamentals of print- 
ing and prints the school paper. 

Machine shop gives all boys interested a trade after gradu- 
ation. This course paves the way for obtaining positions in 
industry.
